In another aspect, the invention (claims 61-63 and 65-66) is directed to xaethods for 
producing a hyaluronic acid product which include the steps of: (1) providing eggshell 
membrane from a mature fowl egg, (2) extracting an HA rich fraction from the membrane 
and (3) incorporating the HA rich fraction in the HA containing product. 

The cited prior art references do not disclose the methods for producing the HA 
composition from eggshell membrane or the methods for producing an HA containing 
product, as presently claimed.
